The general,
standing by, said that the (¢llow onght to ba
burnt ns a sorcerer. Nettled and irritated at
this, the peasant exelniwed, “If your Majesty
will but make that old gentleman take off his
sword and spurs, T will et him before I begin
the pig," accompanying this offer with a vast
expunsion of wouth and jaws. Drave as he
was in battle, Kenigswurk conld not stand
this; he beat o hasly retrent from the toent,
